ADEQUATE +

“rr he catalysts for this article were: 

(a) unspecified rumors that the power supply 
of the A-500 is inadequate and (b) a statement in the 
well written review of the ProDrive by Rick J. 
Vazquez: 


Allegation: "the power supply of the A-1000 

and A-500 cannot muster enough juice to maintain 
but a single A—1010 external drive due to this 
device’s high power demand.” 


The upshot of the position I would like to propose is 
that the A-500 power supply is adequate to support 
expansion devices which will meet and exceed the 
needs of the average A-500 owner. The basis for 
this position stems from three levels of evidence: 


(1) The rating of the power supply in relation to 
the published power consumption of AMIGA 
expansion devices. 

(2) The reported experience by an O.E.M.(Original 
Equipment Manufacturer) of expansion memory 
for the AMIGA 500 and 1000.

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HP Deskjet Works For Your AMIGA Too! 


This is an example of my poor man’s ‘laser quality’ printer using 
WORD PERFECT as a driver. NOTE, this was not printed on a real 
laser printer!! Since I am not an expert W.P. user, I cannot 
demonstrate all the features of this great little printer. Yes I 
am biased after using it for a few days. It’s quiet, fast, 
compatible and inexpensive. What else is there? Oh yes, it uses 
most any kind of paper, but works best with ZEROX type paper. Can 
it do graphics? Absolutely! Not with WORD PERFECT, however. Do 
you need special drivers? NO! 


For example, this was done using the generic EPSON driver in 1.2 
Preferences and the Epson MX-Graftrax/Mx-Type III driver in WORD 
PERFECT. Yes, it took several trys to find the right driver for 
the EPSON FX-80 Emulation Cartridge I am using, but it gives me 
more fonts and type styles than the default Laserjet mode of the 
DESKJET. I found the LaserJt+ Reg,+,500+ A: Courier works fine as 
the W.P. default, but has only one font and three pitches. 


I will not try different pitches or fonts in this demo since it 
will mess up the margins of this excellent newsletter. You may 
see examples of most of the capabilities if you come to the next 
couple of user group meetings. Things like “Superscript and 
«ubscript are easy though. Overstrike, redline and alternate 
fonts all are available. Soft fonts are supposed to work also if 
you spring for the extra memory cartridge. When I see more 
support for this on the AMIGA I may try it myself. 


Graphics using the EPSON emulator look like Epson graphics. I use 
the Laserjet driver for mine with preferences set to grey scale. 
So far DELUXE PAINT and BUTCHER work fine in low resolution, but 
I will reserve judgement on high resolution stuff until I see WB 
1.3 drivers. Please note, this is not a POSTSCRIPT printer! It 
sure beats the heck out of anything that used to be in second 
place, however! 


I did mention speed too, didn’t I? This page will print in about 
forty-five seconds or less with the bold, underline and italics 
which do slow the process down. Two pages per minute is a nominal 
rating for standard text and equivalent to about 120 cps. Draft 
mode gets you 240 cps if you’re in a real hurry, but appears much 
lighter. 


My final comment is: ‘THANK YOU HP!’

(3) The use of A—500s by a developer of hardware 
for use in commercial equipment. 


(1) Commodore rates the A-500 power supply at 4.5 
amps for 5 volts; and at 1 amp each for +12 volts and 
—12 volts, respectively. The power requirements for 

the A-500 published by Spirit Technologies indicate 
that actual power supply requirements for an A-500 

equipped with a total of 2 megabytes of memory and 
an external model 1010 disk drive are as follows: 


Motherboard (only) = 1.69 Amps Max. 
A-501 Expansion = 0.40 Amps Max. 
1010 External Disk Drive = 0.50 Amps Max. 
Spirit 1.5 Meg plus Clock = 0.65 Amps Max. 


TOTAL = 3.24 Amps [72% of rating] 


(2) A Spirit Technology representative at Ami—Expo 
stated that they have hundreds of A-500 1.5 to 2 
meg expansion memories in the field and they have 
not encountered a single instance of power supply 
inadequacy which could be demonstrably traced to 
such a level of expansion. 


(3) Several A—500s at a local development house are 
being used for programming eight or more hours per 
working day while supporting 2 megs of memory 
and either one or two Model 1010 disk drives in 
addition to the internal disk drive. [If we use the 
Spirit Technology data, the total maximum 
amperage consumed for such a configuration would 
be 3.74 amps at 5 volts: 83% of the rated power 
available. ] 


As a disclaimer, I am tempted to quote one of the 
developers at Ami—Expo who stated: "The best 
upgrade path for an A—500 owner is the A—2000." 
Another said that the A~1000 power supply was not 
designed to support an AMIGA city. Regardless, 
personal experience includes work—a-—day trouble 
free use of an A-1000 for engineering applications 
for about 1.5 years. The A—1000 has supported 2 
megs of memory, an internal drive, an external 1010 
drive, an external AMIGA 5-1/4 inch drive, a 
printer and a modem. A similarly equipped A-500 
at home is performing well, hovever; the A—500 also 
supports a 20 megabyte Phoenix hard-drive. The 
bottom line is that both objective and empirical 
evidence indicate that the A-500 and A—1000 will 
be likely to perform well if properly designed 
expansion devices are used within the power budget. 
Nevertheless, remember, there is more——much 
more——to proper expansion than the power supply 
alone. E 


BEGINNER’S CORNER

I am using WordPerfect to write this newsletter 
article to be sure I am still able to utilize the 
program and retain some general knowledge of its 
features. This is the 4.1 version that is quite similiar 
to the 4.2 version used on the PC computers. I have 
been asked to give advice for the best word processor 
for some of our members who are engineering 
students and need to get a word processor to use for 
their course work. While writing this article, I will 
be able look at some of the features that one has to 
evaluate in comparing WordPerfect to Excellence. I 
will report on the comparison at a later date. Some 
others have noted that, while Excellence has many 
fine features, there are some shortcomings. Text can 
not be flowed around graphics and it is limited to 
eight colors that limit graphics to the most simple 
drawings. 


A2000 SUPERBASE DONGLE DILEMMA 

In the June CHUG, Larry Huskins found a 
problem using the dongle for Superbase on the 
A2000 when it continually pegged Larry as a thief 
even though the dongle was plugged into the joystick 
port. After no response from Progressive 
Peripherals and witch doctors giving the A2000 a 
clean bill of health, Larry remembered something 
from the A2000 manual update about figures of the 
J200 jumper. Digging deep into the update material 
and later digging deep into the A2000, moving the 
internal drive out of the way, he found the J200 
jumper and repositioned it so anything hooked up to 
the joystick port thought it was hooked up to an 
A1000. Superbase no longer thinks he is a thief. 


TRANSFERRING FONTS 

Two of our recent public domain disks had a good 
selection of fonts and several steps are necessary to 
move a set of a style of fonts to the font directory 
you wish to work with. Both the font "name" 
directory and the font "namefont.info" must be 
placed in the font directory. The font "name" must 
be as a directory. The next step is to transfer the font 
sizes to the font "name" directory. Public domain 
disk utility programs such as DIRUTIL or DiskMan 
can make the job much easier. . 


SCRIPTABLE PROGRAM CONTROL 
MODULES? 

Steven Rodgers, in the August Amiga User’s 
International, wrote an article that is a plea to 
developers for the good commercial software 
packages to have control modules easily alterable to 
read script files so time consuming tasks can be 
accomplished by the computer without user 
intervention. He gave a good example in which he

that can only be converted by Butcher to standard 
ham pictures and adjusted to 32 or fewer colors and 
saved to IFF.pics and PixMate to pack colors and 
match with other palettes. These pics could be 
antialiased by Deluxe Paint, used as a brush to stamp 
a sequence at given locations, and save the finished 
pictures as a series of pictures that could be in 
animation or for other applications. These 
operations could be controlled by script files that are 
incorporated in the control module of a program so 
they could be done automatically by the computer 
without intervention by the operator who could be 
doing other things. I would like to have some 
experience in using script files so I could use them in 
some applications. 


AMIGA COMPETITION 

According to the Bandito in Amazing Computing, 
Atari ST U.S. sales have fizzled and Amiga is 
rapidly eroding Atari’s market share in Europe. 
Atari has been unsuccessful in marketing a PC clone 
and the Mega ST sales have not been good, further 
aggravated by rising DRAM prices that affected the 
Mega ST price. The Bandito says he got wind of an 
Apple IIGS Plus that Apple hopes to release in 
January. Apple will have trouble positioning it 
because, if they price it to be competitive with the 
Amiga, they will affect the sales of the Mac, the Mac 
SE and the Mac II. Amiga will have to push 
development of new products to remain competitive 
if this rumor is true. 


SPREAD OF AMIGA OWNER ABILITY 

The biggest problem facing our A*M*I*G*A club 
is that the Amiga is such a versatile machine and 
there are so many levels for the user so it is often 
difficult to find the common ground levels for our 
membership. Those who are mostly computer 
illiterate have a hard time understanding even the 
most basic and those who are at the programming 
level can leave the rest of us far behind. We are 
struggling to find the categories of common interest 
and we need help to build up participation in these 
areas. If you are a beginner or have a low to 
moderate level of Amiga literacy, support the Amiga 
Beginners SIG. If you use a program, demonstrate it 
for us. If you want to become Amiga literate, come 
and learn with us. If you are interested in graphics, 
support our graphics SIG and if you are interested in 
programming, join the programmers SIG. Please 
talk to the various group leaders at the general 
meeting and get acquainted with them and share your 
interest and concerns. Share a cup of coffee after the 
meeting at a nearby restaurant and get to know others 
in the group so you can share your knowledge and 
help each other.

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MEETING MINUTES

The August meeting slid into order about 7:10. 
Joe Diederichs and Dale Goetzke began the meeting 
by stating that nominations for officials were to be 
entertained. Members were told that they could 
freely saunter up to the blackboard and nominate 
themselves if they so chose. The only initial 
volunteer was Jeff Todd for president. 

The meeting proceeded with a demonstration by 
Dan Christy. Dan stated that the Amiga can serve as 
an aid to an art production facility. He drew a poster 
on the blackboard for a fictional production 
company, "Blue Lizard Productions.” The poster 
would serve as sort of a logo for this fictional firm. 
Although the poster could be created without an 
Amiga, Mr. Christy emphasized the fact that the 
Amiga is a time saver in this process. He then went 
on to describe the problems in using the Amiga for 
this purpose. 

"The hardest part of creating artwork on the 
Amiga," according to Dan, "is the actual artwork." 
Drawing a picture on the Amiga is almost as 
difficult as drawing it by pencil and paper. There is 
no substitute for talent. Dan stated that on a recent 
trip to Chicago, he had met with professional artists 
who use the Amiga for their work. Contrary to what 
you would expect, they don’t use enormously 
expensive equipment. They make their artwork on 
the Amiga and photograph it with a simple 35mm 
camera. The art is created by the talent in the people 
and not by slick gimmicks in their hardware. 

The poster for Blue Lizard Productions was to be 
a 20" wide by 30" high print with a .5" to 1" border. 
The artwork would be created with Deluxe Paint. 
Parts of the poster would be created with imported 
pictures from Videoscape 3D and Digi—view. 
Deluxe Paint would then be used to touch up the 
imported portions and to give the creation more life. 

Dan Christy’s example was of a spaceship 
imported from Videoscape 3D. Dan had rotated the 
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spaceship with Videoscape to the view he wanted. 
He then saved the view as an IFF file. This picture 
was imported into Deluxe Paint and positioned into 
the lower two thirds of the screen. A trailing fiery 
plume was added to the spaceship to give it a more 
lifelike look. The spaceship was also outlined with 
darker lines to give it more contrast. It was stated 
that, for artistic purposes, a background should be 
added to hold the viewer’s attention. 

After the creation of the artwork on the screen it 
must be photographed. Standard techniques can then 
be used for conventional reproduction. Mr. Christy’s 
talk featured a 35mm camera to show how this 
photography can be done. 

Both the camera and the computer monitor have 
to be perfectly level. Apparently parallex will 
distort your picture otherwise. The camera has to 
directly face the monitor for the same reason. Most 
monitors are slightly spherical. The right lens 
combination has to be selected to avoid distortion 
from this curvature. Dan chose to use a 50mm lens 
with a X2 multiplier. Other people at the meeting 
offered other combinations which they stated had 
worked well for them. 

Ambient light is another big problem. Mr. Christy. 
said that he waited until well after sunset to 
photograph his CRT. It was suggested to Dan that a 
blanket over the monitor and camera could serve the 
same objective. 

The largest amount of discussion features on how 
to handle the scanning line problem. A CRT as is 
used in a television studio or for the Amiga creates 
its display with an electron beam that whips back 
and forth. It creates lines of different colors and 
light intensities as it strikes phosphors on the picture 
tube. These lines will show up as lines to the 
camera. As one club member stated, "It’s like a 
painting on corduroy." The speed of the camera 
must be slow enough that it catches all of the 
scanning lines. If you are unlucky, you’ll catch the 
beam on its way down and you’ll get a dark stripe in 
your picture. The light meter has a rough time 
handling an image off of the CRT. It does its setting 
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they compare. The club doesn’t own any paint 
programs, club members do. The solution to this 
technical difficulty seems obvious. We need four of 
you who are fairly familiar with your paint program 
to bring them in and help us compare them. There 
will be a sign—up sheet... 

There also seemed to be a bit of interest in a CLI 
tips and techniques session. Basic idea: get together 
and swap tricks and helpful bits of knowledge on 
using the CLI, try to put together a good CLI boot 
disk. This is for anyone who doesn’t already know 
everything there is to know on using the CLI. 
Should be fun! 

Note that the October meeting will be on 
Wednesday instead of Thursday. Don’t panic, the 
September meeting is still on Thursday. It’s the next 
one that is switched. And while we’re at it, the 
fourth Thursday in November is Thanksgiving. The 
November meeting will be on the Tuesday before 
Thanksgiving. 

Td like to pay a quick tribute here to Jeff, Dennis, 
Linda and Tom. It takes some courage to step out of 
a herd like ours and take on a job whose bounds you 
aren’t sure of. It’s pretty scary ina way. A few of 
us (the few, the proud) know that, because we’ ve 
done it. Out of 250 members, only these four 
volunteered. They are the top 2% of the club. You 
can save all your excuses and lack of time, there are 
24 hours every day and they are the same 24 for all 
of us. There are better programmers out there, better 
organizers, better spellers, better shoe—lace tying 
types. These four though, they are your leaders. 
They had the courage and the willingness. They are 
the top 2%. Think about it. œ Jo e

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off of a standard light gray reflectance. Dan showed 
a sample of this. It looked almost like the color a 
normal lead pencil makes on paper. Dan puts some 
of this color in his creations to help with the settings. 

Dan said that to get the best results when taking 
photos off of your CRT, you should "bracket" your 
shots. Try a range of different settings. With 
experience, desired results will be forthcoming. As a 
last tip, Dan said the dust on the screen is an often 
forgotten problem to good pictures. Keep it clean. 

The demonstration was on a subject for which 
there seemed to be a lot of interest. It was well done. 

The meeting continued with the nominees. The 
officer nominees are Jeff Todd — President, Dennis 
Olson ~ Vice-President, Linda Bradley — Treasurer, 
and Tom Carlson — Secretary. 

Jeff Todd attempted to do a demonstration of 
Xicon. This is a public domain program that is able 
to replace the EXECUTE statement in the CLI. The 
program creates an icon to do the execution. 
Unfortunately, due to limitations in preparation time 
and differences between the way he has his system 
set up and the A500 which he was using, he couldn’t 
quite pull it off. The guru got him. (I thought that 
only happened to me.) 

Next month will be the elections for officers. The 
present officers have done a good job. They’ve 
brought a lot of enthusiasm to the monthly meetings. 
They arranged for interesting demonstrations, kept 
the special interest groups going, and put on an 
excellent Amiga Faire last spring. They’ll be a 
tough act to follow.
